Washington, ——Most everybody is 
willing to sacrifice about everything he 
has had in the way of opinion in order 
to win the war. While sacrifices are 
required by people who send their 
sons to the war; by those who have to 
pay heavily in taxaticn; by those who 
have to live differently, and by thase 
who must undergo many inconyeni- 
ences, there is also the Sacrifice of 
opinions and long cherished ideals as 
to government and the manner in 
which it should be conducted, parti- 
cwarly as regards laws and procedure. 

Many legislators have laid their pre- 
conceived ideas away to remain un- 
touched until after the war is over and 
voted power and money to the admin- 
istration Which would have been utter- 
ly beyond them a few years ago. For 
the vast majority in congress the idea 
seems to be that there should be no 
limit, constitutional or otherwise, in 
the matter of legislating to make the 
war a success. 

People who come from France and 
England and have had an opportunity 
to see and hear what is said give a 
good account. of American troops 
abread, The. soldiers seem to have 
won the praise of both the French and

It is 
natural to suppose that we have some 
mighty good fighting material ib 
France, and in spite of all that has 
been said about failures here at home
